THE FOOD QUESTION IN GERMANY. 


Facts That Add One More Country to 


Our Ol-ain Market. 


WASUISGTOS, Sept. 14.—Consul General 


Mason, of Frankfort, in a report to the 
state department on what he terms the 
German crisis in breadstuffs, presents 
some very interesting statements respect- 
ing the most notable commercial event of 
the year in Europe-the Russian, decree 
forbidding the exportation of rye from 
Hussia to any foreign country. This Mr. 
Mason regards as equivalent to an official 
declaration that the harvest of cereals in 
Hussia is so deficient that the export of 
rye must he forbidden in order to avert 
danger of famine there. Mr. Mason pre- 
sents some data which shows how ser- 
iously this unexpected edict is likely to 
affect the bread supply of Germany. Very 
little pure wheat bread, he says, is eaten 
by the middle and lower classes iu Ger- 
many. 
Five-Sixths of the Supply Cut Off. 


The "staff of life" to a vast majority of 


the German people is black bread, made 
with flour ground from a mixture of rye 
and an inferior quality of wheat. Ihe 
consumption of this material is so enor- 
mous that Germary imported 047,875 tons 
of rye of which 85 per cent, as woll as fw 
per "cent of the whole import of wheat) 
Into Germany, came from Russia. The 
reccut, edict therefore cut? off nearly five- 
sixths of the entire foreign rye supply of 
Germany, How difficult it would be to 
fill this" great deficit by increased Impnr- 
atious from other countries, Mr. Mason 
ays, 
will tie evident fiom the fact that 


he entire export of rye to Germany from 
884 to 1S88, from six countries which 
ank next to Kns'ia as producers of 
ereals, averaged but 6,14J,:iil bushel a 
ear. 


Must Send Oicr Heie for Hread. 


The deficit In Germany cannot be filled 
rom any source of supply on that side of 
he Atlantic, and the ellecf o£ the situa- 
ion upon the rye market has been start- 
ing. 
On the third of August last the 


ffect ot the meagre hardest had raised 
he market price to $52 2i per ton. Then 
lame the Bussian edict, und within two 
veeks the price had risen to 101.88 pur 
on. Add this to a shoit aud Inferior 
lOtato crop throughout nearly the whole 
jf Germany, and it will be seen, Mr. 
Jason says, that the food question there 


assumed an ominous aspect, and in 


he end the people of Germany, like 
hose of France and England, will have 
o draw ou the well-filled granaries o£ the 
United States for a large part of their 
j>od supply during the coming year.
